DEBATE THE CIVIL SERVICE

Boveral Sepators Give Volea to Their

Views on the Enbjsct.

CAST RIDICULE ON THE EXISTING LAW

Disenssion Is Precipitated by o Meso-
lution of Senntor Allen Ingonirs
ing About Dismissnls nt
South Owmahn,

WASHINGTON, Mareh 20.—The senate wan
unexpectedly precipiuated tnto a eivil sery-
leen debrte today. It proceeded for two
hodrs, the clvil gervice act and the commlis-
tlan belng under fire most of the time, The
debate assumed added sigolficance, owing io
the recent change of adminlstration, and the
attendant demand for ofMices,

Mr. Gorman of Maryland called attention
to the presence in Washlugton of the botde
of hingry wlace huntets and expressed proe
found sympathy with his republican assoclates

| over the restelotions of the civil service kye-

ten. The discussion eame up on a resolu-
tion to Investigate federal removals at the
SBouth Omaha, Neb., office.

Mr. Gallipger of New Hampshire charac-
terized the elvll service system as a humbug,
and declared he wonld be glad to caet his
vaote to blot out the system.  There was con-
tinugd applause In the galleries at this state-
ment.

Mr. Allen of Nebhraeka called the elvil
service act a “monwmnental humbug,”” and
Mr. Wilson, repuiblican of Washington, sald
It was a “humbnyg, n delusion, o snare and a
feaud."

AMr. Hawley of Connectieut, while defend-
Ing the principle of civil service, eald Its
practice had been attended with glaring io-
competeney,

Mr, Stewart of Nevada regarded the clvil
mervice commiselon as “‘anl offlee brokerage
establizhinent.”  The Massachuwselts senators,
Meskrs, Hour and Lodge, defended the law.

The resolution directing the Civil Service
commission of the scnate to Investigate the
South Omaha, Neb., removals was broadened
by an amendment ingtructing the committee
to Inqulre Into the general operatlon of the
law, and to repert whether it should be con-
tinued, amended or repenled.

During the day, Mr, Berry of Avkaneas, re-
ceived a telegram that 600 Mississippl river
flood sulferers had landed at Helena, Ark,
He secured the adoption of a jolnt resolution
for the purchase of 1,000 tents [or the usc
of the suflerers,

Mre, Tueple of Indiana spoke at considerable
length in advoeacy of the election of United
States senutors by popular vote, detalling the
uncertalntles and frequent scandals attend-

ing the preseot methol of choosing sena-
tUrs,
SENATOR TURPIE'S SPEECH.
Mr, Turple of Indiana then took the floor

to #peak In favor of his joint rgaolution for
nn amendment to the constitution providing
for the election of sonalors by Jdirect vote
of the people, After reviewing the historical
polnts he spoke dircctly upon the subject of
the cases now pending In the senate, in
which two of the leglsintures falled to elect
and the senators were appointed by the gov-
ernom of the slales. 1t ls not now uncom-
mon, he sald, thal the legislature of o state
gpends the whole of lis sewion in attempting
to eleet a senalor and aljourns without effect.
ing thla object, thus submerging the rights
and interosts loeal to the people of the
state. Under the present method of electing
asonnlore muany of the states have been do-
prived from time to time of thelr equsl
suffrage In the senate, which would dis-
apperr by the change he advocated. He then
epoke of what he callzd the usurpation of
power by trists and the influgnce they ex-
erted over state legislntures,

On one littls snw-
duet heap, hall an acre square, near Tiger
Tall mill, on the Tenhotsee side, were
crowded twenty prople and 100 head of live
stock, all of which were plcked up by one of
the tugs and carried to Dyersburg.  The
Crevasse Just below town is today more than
1,200 feet wide and the waler In pouring Into
the country, Contrary to expectations. this
water Ia now driving families out In the
upper end of the county, ‘The Verona Is now
near Tyler and (s oxpected here with another
burge of people and stock. These peopic
have suffered more than those from the broak
above them, but no lves are reported lost

A guard ghol a man below, on the Arkinsas
levee, last night, who wus In the act of out-
ting tho levee, and threw his carcass into
the river, No one know his name and no
one cared. If the river rises six Inehes more
it will sweep over the top of three milos of
levee north of here like a catarnct, unless
the peaple are able to keep ahead of the
rlee, which they hops ta do. The water is
now elghteen Inchea above the crown of thi
ald levee.

Every square Inch of available room s
occupied by refugees from the flooded die-
tricts, Three families are occupying two de-
serted school houses and one family |8 in
the new jail. The Methodist chureh 15 full
anil refugess are now occupying the two gin
and grist milla,

There Is six {nches of water in  the
Gayceo courty court house. Only two houses
are above the water there, and all the rest
of that town has from four lnches to gix fect
of water.

RIVER FORTY MILES WIDE,

ET. LOUIS, March 23 —Captain W. R. Me-
Coy of the Anchor line steamship DBlufl Clty
returned today froma trip through the entlre
overflowed valley south of Calre. When
nslied concerning the domage and logs of
lite, Captain McCoy sald:

“So far the damage in the flood dlstelot
around Memphis haz not been as great egg the
general  publie  supposes, In the district
around Memphis there has been heavy loss
from the drownings of hogs and cattle, but
as o genperal rtule there have been very few
horses lost.
